KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 14.—The de- 
cision of Govs. Stephens, Jones and 
Stanley to extend to the Boers an invita- 
tion to trek to the States of Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Kansas and there make their 
homes, as announced in Sunday's Post-Dis- 
patch, is heartily indorsed by Webster 
Davis, the leading champion of the Boer 
cause in the United States. 

Mr. Davis read with great interest the 
Post-Dispatch report of the remarkable te‘e- 
graphic conference between the three gov- 
ernors and declared without hesitation that 
they had followed a noble course when they 
decided to offer the Transvaalers the hos- 
pitality of their states, He furthermore 
said that he belfeved that the invitation 
would spur the Boer army to: still nobler 
deeds of heroism than it has yet performed 
and would give the republics aséurance 
that they have good and strong friends 
in the Uniiel States. 

“I Know positively that the Boers, if de- 
feated, will live under English domi- 
nation,”’ said Mr. Davis. “State Secretary 
Reitz declared to me repeatedly that if he 
and his peonle were forced to leave the 
land which they have made prosperous by 
their indusiry ingenuity, they would

While the mother worked around the 
house the presence of the bright-eyed boy 
brought sunshine to her heart and song to 
her lips. When the father returned, tired 
and soiled, from his day's labor, the chald’s 
innocent prattie chased away the cares of a 
workjngman’s life and made the little home 
a veritable heaven to him. 

The mother sits ona 
ciair vainly endeavoring to stanch the flow 
of tears with her apren, and striving to hide 
from her husband the sobs of grief that 
shuke her form. 

The father, with bowed head and sorrow- 
soddep eyes, stands gazing cut of the front 
Window at the swirling sand-laden siream 
two blocks away, which he knows is nding 
somewhere the body of his little one. 

The child had been cautioned many times 
by both parents not to go near the river, 
and this was the first time he disobeyed the 
injunction. Even then he mignt not have 
done so, had not crowd of beys induced 
nim to go and play in the shallow puidles 
on the edge and catch tadpoles. ; 

Little Jack grew tired of this pastime, 
and went out to the third pier of the cradle, 
where cars are put on ferryboats at the foot 
of Lesperance street. 

He stood om the edge of the cradle looking 
over the river. Then the little glints of sun- 
light that danced on the crests of the waves 
fascinated him, and he laughed in giee. But 
the little lights were treacherous piaymates 
and soon made him feel dizzy. 

The sensation was a new one to him and 
he did not see where. there could be any 
danger in it. Soon the little points of light 
seemed to beckon to him, and he fell from 
the plier and was carried by the swift cur- 
rent down the river. 

His playmates ran to the boy’s home and 
between sobs told the story of the accident. 

The father rushed to the river bank, but 
there was no trace of his child. Frantic 
with grief, he ran up and down the bank 
in his vain search, Then he notified the po- 
lice and other authorities to make a search 
for the body.

Mr. Davis further observes that the Boers are scrupulous, 
with a keen sense of justice and a natural aptitude for af- 
fairs of state. They take a deep interest in government and 
have an admirable grasp on all politico-economical ques- 
tions. “In fact,” concludes the ex-Secretary, ‘in every phase 
in which the Boer is fairly considered the verdict must be that 
he is a high type of manhood. Any state or nation on 
earth might feel honored to have him as a citizen.” 

The subject is of grave importance, in view of the pres- 
ence of the Boer envoys. The entire central West is inter- 
ested. Not only the three states named, but all their 
neighbors may rightly feel that they have a claim to the 
new blood. The mass of the people in Texas, Iowa, Nebraska 
and Illinois wil! unquestionably take a deep and active in- 
terest in the movement initiated by the three governors and 
the Post-Dispatch. Their first prayer is that the Boers may 
be delivered from their .enemies; but if this is not to be, 
then the Mississippi Valley is open to them with the confident

PROMOTER HOOLEY'S NEW FIELD 


Far from the madding crowd, in the domains of the Great 
White Czar,- promoter Ernest Terah Hooley has sprung a new 
and monster financial scheme, after an eclipse of less than 
two years. 

Hooley is the magician of finance who is said to have made 
$50,000,000 in a single year. He cleared $13,000,000 in a deal 
on bicycle tires, bought 60 old English estates, but was finally 
landed in the bankruptcy court, with a number of British 
persons of title who were convicted of accepting bribes, and 
who fell in a long, brilliant string, as the tail to his high- 
Bearing kite. 

Now Hooléy is once more wearing diamonds and claiming 
to have most of the members of the Czar’s Cabinet in his 
new company, which is to operate rich mines contained in 


jewels, get a mortgage on the Kremlin and auction the stones 
of the great Winter Palace for souvenirs. 

The Czar may be an expert in military matters; he is a 
tyro in finance. Hooley is a past master. Perhaps he will 
turn out to be the most dangerous visitor Russia has enter- 
tained for many a year. 
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On the first day of the street railway strike the Post-Dis- 
patch earnestly advocated the submission of the differences of 
the St. Louis transit company and its employes to an arbi- 
tration commission composed of men of conspicuous 
ability and fairness, in whose decision all parties concerned 
could repose confidence.

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THE WORLD’S FAIR BILL, 


The World’s Fair bill will, it is now said, be reported to the 
House May 22, with a recommendation that it pass. The 
Tawney commiitee has not made any essential changes in the 
measure which grants the $5,000,000 from the Federal treasury 
in aid of the enterprise. 


May 22 there will remain only three weeks before adjournment, 
As observed by the Washington correspondent of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch it will require vigilant and unremitting labor 
on the part of the St. Louis promoters of the Fair to arrange 
matters so that delay will be avoided. 

Furthermore there is urgent need that a committee from St. 
Louis be in Washington this week to see that the bill is not 
lost-in the mass of legislation flooding the House in the last 
days of the session. 

Now is the time for St. Louis’ patriotism and energy to show 
itself. The bill must not go over to the December session. It 
can be pushed through before adjournment, but work, hard 
work is required. Let the energy be forthcoming.

478 men. This means greatly increased military expenditures. 
If the Philippine war is over, as the Administration asserts, 
the army reorganization bill should be amended. 
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Industrial prosperity in England has led the coal owners to 
advance the price of coal exorbitantly.

'k COUNTRY WITHOUT STRIKES 


How Labor Disputes in New Zealand 
Are Settled by Compulsory 
Arbitration. 


In a volume bearing the title, “A Coun. 
try Without Strikes,” just issued by Dou- 
bleday, Page & Co. of New York, Henry 
D. Lioyd presents an interesting account 
of one of the most notable industrial ex- 
periments of recent times. Mr. Lloyd on 
a recent visit to New Zealand took pains 
to inspect in detail the workings of the 
compulsory arbitration system of that col- 
ony. The accuracy of his report of the con- 
ditions in New Zealand, of the history—of 
the arbitration movement and the several 
disputes which have been settled under it 
is vouched for in the introduction by Will- 
iam Pember Reeves, formerly New Zea- 
land’s minister of labor, and himself the 
author of the arbitration plan. 

The New Zealand conciliation and arbi- 
tration act was first submitted to the co- 
lonial parliament by Mr. Reeves in 1892, 
although it was not until 18M that the 
measure passed both houses, and a year 
later before it came into full effect. Mr. 
Reeves, after a careful review of all the 
arbitration and conciliation schemes pre- 
viously attempted in various parts of the 
world, came to the conclusion that arbi- 
tration can be of no avail unless the 


awards can be made compulsory. Strikes, 
although they have done much good, he 
believes are still “tthe most clumsy and 
barbarous way of settiing industrial] diffi- 
culties,” as ‘‘victory by either side is not 
a proof that the side which lost was wrong 
or that that which won was right.’’ Strikes 
and lockouts, moreover, at the time the ar- 
bitration act was proposed, seriously men- 


ony. The remedy, he concluded, lay in the 
untried experiment of compulsory arbitra- 
tion. The theory underlying the law as 
framed is well stated in Mr. Reeves’ own 
words: 

“By applying the good old motto that 
prevention is better than cure, it has taken 
labor disputes in hand before they have 


of the disputants are inflamed and impel 
them to wild speech and wilder action; it 
gets at labor and capital before they have 
come to the unreasonable stage of their 
quarrel. It frankly accepts their two ir- 
resistible tendencies in modern times; the 
first of which is that they will differ and 
the second that they will organize to set- 
tle their differences. There are philanthro- 
pists who think that the remedy for their 
conflicts is found in urging them not to 
quarrel and not to organize. The New Zea- 
land law, on the contrary, frankly encour- 
ages their organization, admits that they 
are bound to differ and only insists that if 
they cannot settle their differences in a 
friendly and peaceable manner they must 
go to the state, which will provide them 
with machinery for doing so.’ 

In other words, the purpose of the law 
has been not to forbid labor disputes, but to 
make the antagonists fight their battles in 
court and according to a legal code, instead 
of by an actual test of physical strength. 
The measure is not designed to take the 
initiative in setting arbitration in motion. 
It acts only as one party or the other calls 
for it. “The compulsion of the law is not 
that the state itself compels the parties 
to arbitrate, but that if one desires to ar- 
bitrate instead of fighting the state says the 
other must rot fight, but arbitrate. It sim- 
ply provides the law and the tribuna] by 
which either party may sue and be sued 
instead of striking or being struck.”” The

In brief. it contemplates 
two kinds of tribunals—boards of concilia- 
tion and a court ef arbitration. Of the 
former there is one for each “industrial dls- 
trict.”” It consists of from four to six mem- 
bers, who are chosen every three years by 
elections held separately by labor associa- 
tions and associations of employers, each 
board selecting an tmpartial outsider as 
chairman. The court of arbitration con- 
sists of three persons appointed for three 
years, one of them chosen from among men 
named by the workingmen, another from 
among the men named by the. 
capitalists. The third ts a judge o 
the Supreme Court. The 
of the decrees of the court is secured 
by certain provisions for the punishment 
of disobedience. If both parties on appeal 
to the board of conciliation are unwil ing 
to abide by its verdict—which {fg not bind- 
ing—it becomes in order for the successful 
party to appeal to the court of arbitration, 
A penalty running up to $2500 may be im- 
posed for violation of an award, and em- 
lloyers seeking to escape the decision 

y paying one fine may easily te made 
subject to a new award again and again. 
Nor may they shut down unless for some 
other purpose than that of escaping the 
award. The moment either party to the 
dispute appeals for arbitration it becomes 
a punishable offense for either to stop work 
or to shut down, and work must be car- 
ried on pending the decision.

The second objection, 
according to Mr. Reeves, is wiped out by 
the statistics showing the rapid advance 
of industrial activity in the colony during 
the last five years. In addition it 1s point- 
ed out that, while a very general use has 
been made of the law, its decisions in al- 
most all the important cases have been 
obeyed, even when disappointing, 

Mr. Lloyd paints a highly attractive pic- 
ture of the dignity and judicial calm which 
mark the sessions of the courts of arbitra- 
tion. he judges in making their investiga- 
tions ‘have a free hand in securing evidence, 
but sternly repress any displays of passion, 
a fact which tends to keep both antagonists 
cool and temperate. It is partly due to the 
high character of the courts. no doubt, and 
their evident desire to judge impartially of 
the evidence brought before them that the 
decrees up to the present have had the sup- 
port of public opinion. The expense of the 
new branch of government, too, has been 
inconsiderable. The salaries are low and 
costs are limited. The total expenditure of 
the government during the four years has 
been but $22,000. Against this comparatively 
small sum, Mr. Lloyd, in his .concluding 
chapter, balances the benefits, which he 
pronounces to be considerable. First of 
these, he reporte, is the fact that strikes 
and lockouts have been stopped; wages have 
been fixed, so that contractors can make 
contracts without fear of disturbance; 
workingmen with equal confidence can plan 
for their own expenditures for homes and 
ways of living; “sweating” has been 
Stamped out; the country meantime has 
prospered and the people have been fur- 
joan wtih “cheap, speedy and untechnical
